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CHAPTER XL.

An Act for the presentation of Fish in certain

SICTIOK 1. Drawing of Seina and setting of Gill Nets in certain Lakes, and
catching Tront Plah In certain counties prohibited in months
of November. December, January, February and March.

2. Penalty for violation of thin Act.
3. Clerk and Trusteed of School Districts, to enforce provisions of

this Act.
4. Act to take effect on passage.

Be it enacted by the legislature of the State of Minnesota, :

SECTIOX 1, The drawing of eeins and setting of gill-nets
in White Bear Lake, in the Counties of Ramsey and Wash-
ington, Long Lake, in the County of Manomiu, Bald Eagle
and Pleasant Lakes, in the County of Ramsey, Lake Winkle-
mann, in Sibley County, and all lakes and strands in Hcnne-
pin, Washington and Fillmoro Counties ; Lake Elysium, and
the Cannon River, and all Lakes drained by said river lying
in Le Suour County, in the State of Minnesota ; and the
catching or taking of Trout from any stream or river in
winoilB| Wabashaw, Washington, Fillmore, and Dakota
Counties, during the months of November, December, January,
February and March of each year, are hereby prohibited.

SEC. 2. Any person or persons on conviction before any
Court having competent jurisdiction, or having violated this
•^•ct» Bna^ Pftv a ^ne °^ notl 'ess t^ian twenty-fivo, nor more
than fifty dollars ; one-half to go to the informer and remain-
der to go to the support of Common Schools in the District
where the trespass shall have been committed.

SEC. 3. It is hereby made the special duty of the Clerk
and Trustees of the several School Districts, where said
lakes are situated, to see that the provisions of this Act are
strictly enforced.

SBC. 4. This Act shall take effect and shall be in force
from and after its passage.
